DECISION IN THE HUNTER C&SE. 


The Appellate Court Acquits tha 


Defendant—Indictment 


Quashed. 


Sunday morning State's 
Attorney 


Mills received a type-written copy of the 
decision of the Appellate court in the 
oate ot William B. Hunter, ot Mt. Zion, 
versos Tbe People, Sled at Springfield 
Saturday, in which the evidence in the 
celebrated case is reviewed. 
The de- 


ision was written by Judge Geo. W. 
Vail and covers eleven pages, 
The 


court kills tbe whole ease by declaring 
he indictment under which Hunter was 
,ried and convicted to be defective, the 
character and manner of the offense 
/eing insufficiently stated in the indict- 
ment. 
The indictment charged that 


Hunter "fraudulently 
or 
deceitfully 


changed the ballots of the electors with 
ntent to deprive such electors ot voting 
or such persons as they intended," but 
jpoanse the gra,nd jury could not de- 
scribe jnnt how the trick was done, the 
ndiotment ie quashed. 


REVIEW OF THI! EVIDENCE. 


The court say in conclusion: 
Passing by the other objections urged 


X) the indictment we are very clear lhat 
it is fatally defective in not averring the 
mode and means of the alleged change. 


It is not necessary to further consider 


the case, as the conclusion we have 
reached on this point muei reverse the 
judgment and end the prosecution under 
the present indictment; but we have 
examined tbe evidence as it appears in 
the abstract and feel compelled to say 
that there is the gravest reason to donbt 
the justice ot the conviction. 
Tbe evi- 


dence discloses that the defendant was 
acting as one of the judges of the eleo- 
ti^n and tbat in such capacity he re- 
ceived the hallo's in question except pel- 
hups two which were voted while he was 
away at supper. He was also a candi- 
date for supervisor ard was guilty of a 
palpable impropriety in acting as a 
judge of the election. 


The theory of the prosecution is tbat 


the defendant changed these ballots by 
opening tbe same and making a pencil 
mark across tbe name of Davidson be- 
tween the time of receiving them and 
the time of placing them in the ballot 
box. 
The marks that appear on tbe 


various ballots and that constitute the 
change complained of were made burn, 
edly and stealthily—or perhaps were 
made as they now appear for the purpose 
of deceiving the voter. Certainly they 
are not such marks as a voter ordinarily 
makes for the purpose of scratching a 
nama on a ballot which he intends to 
vote. Clearly these marks were made 
for a fraudulent purpose, but by whom 
they were made is not proved. 
There 


is absolutely no evidence that defend- 
ant 
made 
them. 
He 
was 
sit 


ting in front of the window through 
which the ballots were presented and in 
full view of all persons who were on the 
outside. He was also in full view of four 
uther persons, Riber, Smitn, Hntchin- 
son and Wbitehouse who were acting as 
election officers. These men were wit 
nesses on the trial, the three first named 
being called for the prosecution and the 
last (or the defense. 


Not one of them, nor any other, sa« 


the defendant do anything with any ol 
these ballots save to mark the number 
on the back and deposit them in the 
bullot box. From their testimony and 
tbe positions occupied by the various 
parties about tbe table it seems hardly 
possible that he could have made the 
marks in question withe at being detect- 
ed. Tbe three witnesses. Riber, Smith 
and Hntohinson testify that they noticed 
marks on ballots very much like those 
now appearing when the ballots were be 
ing arranged or assorted in piles after 
the polls were closed and before the 
counting began. How many they saw 
is not certain. 
Smith thinks be saw two or three 


Riber three or four; Bntohinspn three 
Upon this testimony it was insisted thai 
the nine or ten 
whiob they think 


they saw and an equal number whiot 
they did not then notice were all marked 
by defendant. 
It is nrged that when the tickets were 


counted these marks were on them anc 
Wallace the Prohibition candidate for 
supervisor testifies that he noticed then 
on the most of them as they were reac 
off by defendaot; but the marks may 
have been made by others, Who had us 
much chance as the defendant, after the,, 
were taken out of the box. 
Indeed 


there waa an excellent opportunity fo 
it when the tickets were being sorted 
over and placed in piles before counting 
It is a quite remarkable circumstance 


that nil of the witnesses who were oalta 
to prove tbat they voted these tickets 
Hni! that there were no such marks on 
them when banded to the defendant dit 
not see him place auy of toem m the 
ballot box. They either turned away a 
the ins'Bctof parting with tue ballots, or 
from eome cause or other, failed to see 
what, if anything, tbe defendant did to o 
with them. This is unnsual and at van 
anoe with common experience and ob 
servation. 
John Tohill admitted, however, 01 


cross-examination that perhaps he di( 
fee his ballot numbered and put in the 
box. 
It appears, also, that this witness 


Tohill, had testified in the case of the 
contested election between defeudan 
and Davidson, some months before, tha 
he saw the defendant place the numbe 
on the ballot and then place the ballo 
in the box without having opsned it, ant 
under snob detailed circumstances as 
that it seems highly improbable tbat the 
defendant could have then made the 
mark now appearing on that ballot 
This testimony was in the form of a dep 
osition, and there oan be no donbt as to 
what tbe witness then stated. Consider 
ing bis age, and other circumstances no 
admitted by him as to his recollection 
and the possibility of mistake, it ia reaa 
oneble to place tbe greater reliance on 
what he formerly testified on this point 


Channoey Tar pin, whose ballot is the 


subject of tbe 18bb count, when he waa 
-before tbe jury testified tbat he saw the 
defendant number his ticket and plao* i 


n the box without opening or marking 
on the inside. The written notes 


{ what he so testified before the grand 
nry were produced in support of the 
vidence ot two members ot that body, 
ud while be now states that he turned 
lie head away for a moment while the 
lefendsnt was numbering his ballot, yet 
t is hard to believe that the defendant 
would have dared to change the ballot 
>y a mark on the inside, or indeed that 
le eonld have done it without detection 
while the voter was standing at the win- 
low looking at him except possibly for 
a space of time too short for computation. 


As to the ballots ot Wm. Maden and 
¥m. Brewer, there is great conflict in 
he evidence as to whether they wore re- 
ceived by the defendant or by White- 
louse, who received ballots a short time 
while the defendant went to supper. 


By agreement of parties the original 


(allots have been presented for our in- 
ipeotion. 


We are inclined to thi >k the numbers 


on the back of these two ballots, No. 304 
and 305, are ao much like the figures 
made by defendant on other ballots, 
whiob be admits, that the jury may have 
>een justified in finding that he received 
and numbered these ballots. Finding 
this issue against the defendant was 
[really to his prejudice, in view of the 
lontest made on the point, and no donbt 
.his was a powerful adjunct of the prose- 
cution. 


We have, however, no donbt that the 


numbers on the back of these ballots and 


pencil marks on tbe inside over the 


name of Davidson were not made by the 
same hand or by the same pencil. The 
difference in both these respects is appa- 
rent. 
It is argued on behalf of the plaintiff

probably not guilty as to any of these 
aallotB. While we are ready to give all 
due weight to the ve:diet of a jury 
where there is evidence of a direct na- 
ture, which if unopposed would support 
the finding, yet in a case like this, where 
thfra is no direct proof of guilt and 
where the ohargo rests upon circumstan- 
tial evidence, we are inclined to scrutinize 
very closely and even critically the 
grounds upon which tbe verdict is baaed. 


Circumstantial proof may he very sat- 


isfactory—and it may be very deceptive. 
It is in all our experience that it is often 
unreliable, and this for the plain reason 
that the weight due to particular circum- 
stances is easily magnified and over-esti- 
mated. 


When a crime unusual in oharaotei 


and affecting the public in an especial 
way has been committed, a oonviotior 
may be had sometimes without sufficient 
proof. 
It was so here. Tbe accused may 


have been guilty—bat the jury should 
not have so found on thti evidence as we 
read it in this record 


We omit all reference to the other 


errors assigned and argued at length pro 
t con in the briefs. 
Because we hold the indictment de- 


fective the judgment must be reversed 
and the plaintiff in error will be dis- 
charged. 


Reversed.

Tbe famous Newby case will probably 


never reach tbe United States supreme 
court. The sixty days fixed by Judge 
Allen of the United States district court, 
or the filing of the appeal bond expired 
at Springfield Friday and no bond was 
iled. Several days ago the oonrt ex- 
tended the time fifteen days tor the filing 
ot the bill ot exceptions, but this order 
did not apply to the bond, end unless 
jbe court permits the bond to be filed 
hereafter the case will never reaoh the 
ilgher oonrt.

mother. He has just received them from 
Brentwood, Tenn., where they were 
found among the effects of the Lydia 
Benton. Some of them were written 
from the poor house at Xenia, O. 
The 


keeper of that institution was a witness 
during the trial, and there was a mutual 
recognition between him and the defend- 
ant. The rest of the letters were writ 
ten from other poor houses in Ohio, Ken 
tunky, Illinois and Iowa, all of them 
since the defendant's release from the 
Tennessee Penitentiary m 1889. The 
defendant ia now imprisoned at Chester 
and in view of the latest developements 
he will probably complete his two years 
sentence. ^___________

What the Exposition Has Cost the 


Interior Cities. 


The proposition to continue the fair 


next year did not meet with any general 
favor outside of Chicago and tbe railroad 
companies and there ia good reason why 
it should not.

G. Barritt, of Norborn, Mq.; Martha 
Sloan and Catharine Hawkins, of Deoa- 
tur. After the children had grown and 
scattered the parents were brought to 
Decatur by them in 1875 and this became 
their home. 


The deceased was a model Christian 


mother and the children can look back 
upon her motherhood, when she cared BO 
gently and so lovingly for their every 
want and sympathiz'd with them in 
tneir childhood troubles, with the meet 
soothing and comforting recollections 
A little over a year ago she had on attack 
of heart failure and came near dying, bn( 
she rallied in a short time and was again 
apparently, as wall as ever, but later on 
dropsy made iis appearance nnd for th 
lust five months she was unable to lie 
down nnd had to spend botn night and 
day in her chair, yet during that long 
period of affliction she never uttered a 
word of complaint. Yesterday when ehe

Silver-Purchase Repeal. 


The silver repeal bill haa been passed 


by the senate by a vote of 43 to 32, sod 
it will now go to the house for concur- 
rence; and it 13 fair to assume that the 
house will concur proixptiy, and that 
the bill will become a law within a few 
days. Much of the lack of confidence in 
the banks, which caused the withdrawal 
of deposits from aad the consequent BUE- 
psasion of BO many of them, was oaussd 
by the hue and cry raised about silver.

Tho repeal can 
not reEtore that business that retired 
uefore the diuiger of a threatened free 
trade tariff. That can only be helped by 
tha passage of a revenue tariff bill and 
a redaction ot wagts, or a complete 
(itmEcJonment of all intention to interfere 
with tho tar.tT, 
With the necessary re- 


dnction ot wages, however, industries 
uaunot be restored to where they were in 
181)2. If this were possible under such 
a law, then revenue tariff must prove 'i 
failure, for it couiJ not yield revenue, 
which is tho objout of such BLI BOfTTf 
we were doing our own manufacturing 
ua we were in 1H92, instead of importing 
our manufactures. 


The Asaasslnation ot Harrison. 
The assassination of Mayor Harrison at 


jis home in Chioogo Saturday nigLt was 
a moat shocking affair, and every law- 
abiding citizen in the commonwealth 
sympathies with Chicago and the may- 
or's family. Carter Harrison's death is, 
n many rtspecie, a great calamity for 
Duicago.

intensely interested in the success of the 
World's Fair and has done much toward 
making it so and it is sad to relleot that he 
was not permitted to live to see its close.

peal Bill. 


The following ia the full text of tha sc- 


oalled Sherman Silver law the country 
has recently heard so much about and 
which was passed July 11,1890: 


The secretary of the treasury is hereby 


directed to purchase, from time to time, 
silver bullion to the aggregate amount ot 
4,500,000 ounces, or so much thereof as 
may be offered in each month, at the 
market price thereof, not exceeding $1 for 
371.25 grains of pure silver, and to issue 
in payment for such purchases of silver 
bullion treasury notes of the United 
States, to be prepared by the secretary 
of the treasury, in such form and of such 
denominations, not less than 81 nor more 
than $1,000, as be may prescribe, and a 
Bum sufficient to carry into effect tha 
provisions of this act is hereby appropri- 
ated oat of any money in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. 


SEC. 2. That the treasury notes issued 


in accordance with the provisions of this 
aot shall be redeemable, on demand, in 
coin, at the Treasnry of the United 
States or at the office of any assistant 
Treasurer of tbe United States, and 
when so redeemed may be reissued, but 
no greater or less amount o£ such not&s 
shall be outstanding at any time than 
tbe cost ot tbe silver bullion, and tbe 
standard silver dollars coined therefrom, 
then held in the treasury, purchased by 
such notes; and such treasury notes shall 
he a legal tender in payment of all debts, 
public and private, except where other- 
wise expressly stipulated in the contract, 
and shall be receivable for customs, taxes 
and all public dues, and when ao received 
may be reissued; and such notes, when 
held by any national banking association, 
may be counted aa a part ot its lawful 
reserve.

nry notes herein provided for the Secre- 
tary ot the Treasnry shall, under such 
regulations as he may prescribe, redeem 
snob notes in gold or silver ooin, at his 
discretion, it being the established policy 
of the United States to maintain the two 
metals on a parity with each other upon 
the present legal ratio, or snob, ratio as 
may be provided by law. 


SEC 3. That tne Secretary ot the 


Treasury shall each month ooin 2,000,000 
ounces of the silver bullion purchased 
under tbe provisions of this act into stan- 
dard silver dollars until the 1st day of 
July, 1391, and after that time he shall 
coin ot tbe silver bullion purchased un> 
der the provisions of this act as much as 
may be necetsary to provide for the re- 
demption of tbe treasury notes herein 
provided for, and any gain or seigniorage 
arising from snob coinage shall be ac- 
counted for and paid into the treasury. 


SEC. 4. That the silver bullion pur- 


chased under the provisions of this aot 
shall be subject to fje requirements of 
existing law and the regulations ot ths 
mint service governing the methods of 
determining the amount of pure silver 
contained, and the amount of charges or 
deductions, if asy, to bs made. 


Sue. ,">, Tbat so much of the act of 


Feb. 28, 1878. |tha Bland Allison Act), 
entitled "An act to authorize the coinage 
of the standard silver dollar and to te- 
sturs its legal ttnder character," os re- 
quires ths monthly purchase and coinage 
of the same into silver dollars, of not 
less than 82.000,000 nor more than 
84,000,000 worth of silver bullion,is here- 
by repealed. 


SKC. 0. That upon tbe pasisge of thia 


act the balances standing with tbe tree- 
surer of the United States to the respect- 
ive credits of national banks for deposits 
mada to redeem too circulating noten of 
euob backs, and nil deposit:) thereafter 
received for like purpose, shall be covered 
icto the treasury as a miscellaneous re- 
ceipt, and the treasury of ths United 
States shail redeem from tha general 
cash in the treasnry the circulating notes 
of said banks whi.'h may come into his 
possession subject to redemption; and 
upon the certificate of the comptroller of 
the currency that such notes have been 
received by him end that they have been 
destroyed and that no new notes will 
be issued in their place, reimbursements 
of their amount shall be made to the 
treasurer, under 
such regulations as 


the secretary of the treasury may pre- 
scribe, from an appropriation hereby 
created to be known as "National bank 
notes; Redemption account," but the 
provisions of this aot shall not apply to 
the deposits received under Sec. Sot the 
act of June. 20,1874, requiring every na- 
tional bank to keep in lawful money 
with tbe treasurer ot the United States a 
sum equal to 5 per cent of its oircula- 
lion, to be held and used for the redemp- 
tion of its circulating notes, and the bal- 
ance remaining Jot the deposits so cov- 
ered shall at the close ot each month be 
reported on the monthly public debt 
statement as debt of the United States 
bearing no interest. 


SEC. 7. That this aot shall take effect 


thirty days from and after its passage." 


The reader will observe tbat the coin- 


age provision of the above act (Sec. 3) ex- 
pired by limitation July 1, 1891, eioept 
that part providing for the coinage of 
the bullion for tha redemption ot treas- 
ury notes issned in payment of bullion, 
but that provision of the aot ha; become 
inoperative because the secretary ot the 
treasnry, on account uf the decline in the 
price of silver, redeemed all the tr&aenry 
notes in gold to hold up the parity of the 
silver dollar with gold, and under that 
rule it was unnecessary to com silver for 
redemption purposes, as nobody wanted 
silver in preference to gold. 


The redemption of these treasnry notes 


issned in payment of silver bullion be- 
came quite a factor in depleting tbe free 
gold in the treasnry and it naturally 
followed that 'one 
of 
two 
things 


nauet be done—either discontinue the 
purchase of silver bullion or Bell govern- 
ment bonds to replenish the gold in the 
treasury. The Republicans tried to re- 
peal the purchasing clause of the law in 
the winter of 1892-'93, but the Democrats 
refused to aid in t^e repeal. 
At tie 


same time the Republicans tried to pass 
a bill empowering the treasurer to sell 
bonds and the Democrats refused to vote 
for tbat measure also.

So as far as actual financial returns are 
concerned Chicago breaks the record.

An Unfair statement.

prices before and after the passage of 
the McKicley bill:

The folly of the legislature trying to 


wgnlate the.buymg and celling and time 
of paying'.for labor has again been de- 
clared by the supreme oonrt of the state 
in ila decision rendered yesterday at 
Ottawa declaring the weekly pay law un- 
constitutional. The court holds that the 
restriction ot the right to contract affects 
not only the corporation and restricts its 
right to oontract,|but that of the employe 
as well. In this statelacd under this law 
no such contrast could be made. The 
employe who sought to work for one of 
the corporations enumerated in the act 
would find himself incapable of contract 
ing as other laborers m the staje might 
do IJhe contractors would be prohibited 
entering into such a contract, and if they 
did so the contract would be voidable at 
tbe will of the employe and the employer 
subject to a penalty for making it. The 
employe would, therefore, be restricted 
from making snob. B contract as would 
insure to him support during an unset- 
tled condition of affaire and the residue 
of his wages when the [product of his 
labor eonld behold. 
Laborers would, 


by the act, be practically under guard- 
lanahip and their contracts voidable, as 
if they were minors j£ Their right to 
freely contract for and to receive the 
benefit of their labor as others might do 
would be denied them 


These foolish laws are the result of the 


damagoguery that has characterized our 
politics in the past few years and through 
which the so called laboring people have 
been brought to think that such laws as 
the weekly pay Jaw inure to their benefit. 
All attempt to gi»e labor or its employer 
special rights by law, is fcohsh and 
dfingerone, and no one teaches that these 
things should be done except those 
whose motives are to deceive working 
men, or those who have been deceived 
The friends of the labonngmen are not 
those woo appeal to tbeir prfjndiees on 
specialties, but those Btatismen who 
teach b system of political eeonomioa 
that creates E demand for labor

Mnliogjuy Used as Ties, but Fount! Too 


Costly. 


It is not often that one he.ivs of the 


employment of mahogany as cross tics 
in the construction of a railroad, but 
such an occurrence actuall}- came to^ 
pass. In the winter of 1S04 a railroad 
was in. course of construction from 
Fort Smith, Ark., to Little Rock. Funds 
were low with the promoters of the 
enterprise, who finally found them- 
selves forced to surrender the property 
to the creditors. The road, which was 
graded part o£ the way and n, portion 
of it in readiness to receive the rails, 
was purcliusi'il by two English capi- 
talists for a moiv song 
Shortly after 


making the acquisition the English 
buyers set out to make .in n->pection 
of their property. 


To their great ama/.ement they dis- 


ocvered that the cross ties laid upon 
the l>ed awaiting the rails were hewn 
from solid mahogany logs, a rare and 
costly hard wood. Great ranges of 
these ties, of the same material, lined 
the grade awaiting to be put down. 
The shrewd English purchasers chuck- 
led with delight on making- the dis- 
covery, and set to work at once to have 
the ties conveyed to Little Koek. Those 
which had already been laid down 
were takeu tip and added to the stock 
of the mahogany timber. The ties 
were forwarded, thence to New York,' 
from which place the timber was 
shipped to England aud sold. The sales' 
of the ties alone netted the speculators 
a handsome profit, and in lieu of ma- 
hogany ties a cheaper wooil was sub- 
stituted by the Englishmen in the sub- 
sequent construction of the road.—N. 
0. Times-Democrat. 


NBW MONEY OBDEHS. 


The Name ot tie Payee Will Ap- 


pear Upon the Original. 


For greater safety and convenience a 


change baa baen made in the farm of 
money orders in the postofSoe depart- 
ment. Formerly the name of the payee 
was contained only in the letter of 'idvice 
whioh was sent to the paying c'noe by 
the receiving clerk. 
Now the name of 


the payee is required on the order proper 
as well as in the letter of advice. 
At 


first this gives rise to some confusion, ta 
people are not accustomed to the new 
style and take it to be the letter of ad- 
vise. One received recently was refused 
at the bank, as they said it was the ad- 
vice and should be exchanged with the 
sender for the order. Bat the new system 
has a number of advantages that will re 
enlt in great good. 


It Will be especially observed that a 


remitter may now inform himself by ex- 
amination of the order before he mails it 
to the payee that the latter is correctly 
designated as snob. There trill be lees 
likelihood that the purchaser of two or- 
ders for the same amounts, bt^t in favor 
of different persons, w'll inclose the order 
intended for one payee in a letter ad- 
dressed to the other, as is frequently the 
case at present, and if snoh mistake be 
made, each of the repiesentative payees 
will discover the error on receipt of the 
order and may at once return it for cor- 
rection without the delay of presenting 
it at the paying office. Orders will be 
readily negotiated, inasmuch as owner- 
ship of the order IB distinctly shown on 
its face,

Will Lose Tneir Charters. 


A telegram from Springfield states 


that within the next few weeks 10,000 or 
12,000 corporations organized under the 
laws of this atate will lose their charters 
A large number of them having co rea 
existence will be summarily droppec 
from the records, while proceedings in 
court will be instituted against the other 
to vacate their charters for a violation o 
the anti-trust law. The law, as amended 
by the last legislature, required all oorpo 
rations doing business in Illinois, within 
thirty days after notice from the aeore 
tary of state, to file with the secretary an 
affidavit that such corporations are no 
connected 
with any trust, pool o 


combine. 
The 
secretary 
of 
slat 


sent out blank affidavits in Septembe 
and the thirty days eipired last week 
About 10,000, or fully oce-third of th 
entire number, ot the letteis sent on 
have been returned by postmasters a 
"not found." This means that nbon 
that 
number of corporations 
hav 


no more than a nominal existence or tha 
they are not maintaining an office in tbi 
State as the law requires. Their char 
ters will be cancelled. About 1000 nom 
inally located at East St. Louie oan no 
be found. In other oases corporations 
known to be doing business have ignored 
the law. A list of all the delinquents will 
be made out and turned over to the At- 
torney General, and proceedings will be 
oommeBoed by the prosecuting attorneys 
in the several counties. It will require 
IHO days or two weeks to complete this 
Hot, nud UDiil it n laid before the Attor- 
ney General all reports received, if prop- 
erly made out, will be treated ue if in 
strict conformity to the law.

But 
now comes one G. E. Baird, then living 
in Minneapolis but now residing in Chi- 
cago, who claims to have conceived the 
idea of tha wheel and published the plats 
in the Chicago Tribune loan before Mr.

Revenue Tax on Beer. 


Dealers in malt liquors at Chioago and 


throughout Illinois are much exercised 
over the reports that the new tariff bill 
is to doable the internal revenue tax on 
beer.

HONORING THE DEAD. 


The Remains ol' Mayor Harrison 


Lying in State 


MDHIEWEDBYA SORROWING PEOPLE, 


While Strong Men Tried in Vain to Sup- 


press Their Sobbing—The Funeral 


Procession—Laid to Rest in 


Graceland Cemetery. 


in State. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—All that was mor- 


tal of Cartel H. Harrison was borne 
from his old residence on Ashland 
boulevard, "yesterday morning, and 
quietly deposited upon a catafalque 
in the wide Lasalle corridor on the 
first floor of the City hall. The funeral 
cortage was composed of members of 
the police and fire companies and sev- 
eral close personal friends of the late 
executive. The body was deposited in 
the City hall that the thousands that • 
knew his familiar face in life might 
look upon it for the last time. The 
cortege was simple and unassuming. 


Eight fire captians were the first 


pall-bearers of the day, and tenderly 
carried their burden from the steps to 
the hearse. The funeral cortege consist- 
ed of a police escort,pall-bearers, the 
guard of honor and six carriages con- 
taing city officials. 


Arrival at the City Hall. 


Arrived at the city hall, the funeral 


train passed to the west steps of the 
building1, where in the dense crowd 
that filled every part of the available 
space, an entrance to the corridor to 
the hall had been cleared. Borne by 
the hands of the stalwart police cap- 
tains, the casket which contained Chi- 
cago's chief magistrate was carried 
slowly up the steps and through the 
corridor door to the hall of state. 
With heads uncovered ami reverently 
bowed, the guard of honor passed into 
the building, the funeral dirge sound- 
ing forth its sad cadences the while. 
Then passed in the city and county of- 
ficials who had waited quietly for the 
arrival of the cortege. 


Looking: Upon Their Dead. 


Slowly the 
mournful 
procession 


passed, and the aldermen and city offi- 
cials fell slowly bock. Then the gate's 
were thrown open and this people filed 
in to look upon their dead. There was 
no hurry and crowding as the people 
entered the hall of death. Men,women 
and children came, each seemingly 
feeling the grief which was felt in 
every heart. 


The catafalque stands in the main 


transverse section of the city hall on 
the first floor, filling all the spaces be- 
tween the elevators and the stairway. 


From the black canop}' falls a chan- 


delier of many incandescent lights, al- 
most hidden from view by heavy clus- 
ters of smilax caught together at the 
canopy covering and again after they 
fall over the chandelier. Light comes , 
from them in soft, waving rays, light- 
ing up the somber blackness of the 
catafalque,and casting strange shadows 
upon the somber walls. 


A Coifln of State. 


The casket rests upon a bier raised 


slightly 
above the' platform. 
The 


casket is of heavy cedar covered deeply 
with rich black hangings. It is a coffin 
of state. The lining is of white satin 
upon which rests the black clothing of 
the dead in striking contrast. On the 
silver plate in plain black letters is the 
simple inscription: "Carter H. Har- 
rison, 1820-1893." 


At the foot of the casket is an im- 


mense scroll of flowers sent by the 
employes of the mayor's newspaper. 
Upon the bier at. the head of the casket 
rests a simple wreath of laurel. 
Near 


at hand are, the offerings of the em- 
ployes of the various departments of 
the city government. 
Music Breaks the Deathlike Stillness. 


Just before the city officials passed 


out of the hall soft, sweet music, the 
sweetest all, that of the human voice, 
Voke the deathlike stillness. It came 
Yrom unseen singers, esconced behind 
the screen of black. "Lead, Kindly 
Light" came the words of the song, 
and strong men tried in vain, to sup- 
press their sobbing. 


All day long the people passed by 


the casket. All day long tears fell 
'Ipon it and the flowers near it. Men 
passed slowly as if to gaze as long as 
possible upon the kindly face. No 
word was spoken. The silence all day 
was oppressive. Sobs only broke the 
stillness. The guards on duty had no 
duties. 
They sank into the back- 


ground half hidden among the folds of 
the black. 


Outside thousands were pressing 


upon the heels of those who had gone 
before them. They did not crowd and 
push—they simply wanted to make 
their entrance certain. 
Men fell out 


of the line to make place for the 
women. 


During the first hour eighty people 


per minute passed the coffin. When 
the fewest were there they numbered 
sixty per minute. 
As the day pro- 


gressed, the crowd increased, and at 
the Clark-street entrance the mass TV as 
a solid one. Policemen could not ex- 
tend the line into the streets. Each 
man seemed to think he must get 
nearer the door, and the police there 
had a hard duty, yet no one was hurt, 
but many persons who would have 
liked to view the remains gave up the 
attempt and wended their sad way 
from the hall. . 


The band which played at the house 


•was brought to the city hall, and was 
composed of 200 pieces. They were 
under the direction of Prof. H. H. 
Thiele, and played, beside's Chopin's 
funeral march, a composition of the 
director's, "In Memoriam," and the 
familiar hymn "Nearer. My God, to 
Thee.'1 The music inside the building 
was rendered by a triple quartette. 


The Funeral of Mayor Harrison. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 1.—The funeral of 


Mayor Harrison will take place at 11 
o'clock to-day from the church of the 
Epiphany at Ashland boulevard anil 
Adams street. An hour befor* thai 


time the remains will be taken front 
the City hall to the church, accom- 
panied by the same guard of honor 
who yesterday brought them from the 
house. 
The different organizations 


that will participate in the procession 
will form in the streets in the vicinity 
of the church. 


A Liwr» Cortesre. 


The cortege will be a large one. 


Many societies, civil and military, have 
applied for places in the line and hava 
been assigned to positions by Marshal 
Austin J. Doyle. 
Nelson A. Miles, 


major-general commanding the 
de- 


partment of 
the Missouri, 
United 


States army, and his personal and 
staff officers with Capt Edmund Bice 
and his staff officers from the World's 
fair grounds will attend the funeral in 
a body. The fifteenth infantry and 
light battery and first artillery from 
Fort Sheridan will take part, in the 
procession. The regiment battery will 
number in the neighborhood of 500 
men. The societies will form on Mich- 
igan avenue and there wait for the 
arrival of the catafalque, which will 
be escorted from the city hall by the 
city troops nnd city officials.

The procession will start from the 


hall at 10 o'clock and proceed on Wash- 
ington street to Michigan avenue; 
south on Michigan avenue to Jackson 
street; west on Jackson street to Ash- 
land boulevard; 
north on Ashland

After the services the procession will 


move north on Ashland boulevard to 
Washington boulevard; east on Wash-
